The Lady YVaw/ore w:s prevailed with, to make one Thomas Crump (then a 
Menial ſervant to Sir Edward Powel, whom he took of a Boy) her fole Executor, 
intiuft for her Davghcer, the Lady Fewel , ard that ſhe ſhould diſpoſe of all 
that Eſtate ( which was very preat) at ber pleaſure, excluding Sic Edward Powel 
her Husband to intermeddle therewith, and died Anno 1636. 

{'rompton was too ſoon gotten unto 8 good opinion with the Lidy ; and ſoon 
afrer a conſpiracy was ſet on foot to procure a divo"ce between Sir Eaward 1nd 
his Lady, upon pretence of his incontinency with a leud woman; a proſecution 
was thereupon by (rcmpren, and one f ane Bradbury, and Katherine Pretty, his 
Eellow Confpirators in the High Comm:ſhon Courr (which was nor a lictle 
countenanced by the late Archbiſhop ; ) bur Sir Edward cleared bimſelf , 
and the Conſpiracy was diſcovered and confeſſed by the Woman before her 
death, that was hired to condema ker felf, that (he might accuſe Sir Edward 
Powel, 

T be next work was to precure the Lady to live apart from Sir Edward Powel 
at Chelſcy, where Crompton managed and diſpoſed all her Eftzte at his plea- 
fure ; was become the Mafter of Coach, Footmen and ervants ; put what fer. 
vants about her (of his poer kinred, and others) he pleaſed ; purchaſed Land, 
Offices, and many Friends or Adberen:s with the Loan of theſe great ſums of 
money be was intruſted withal. 

Then he fell to vex Sir Edward Powe! with Suits (as a perſon truſted for the 
Lady Powel) ac che Common Law, in Chancery, Court of Requeſts, and Coun- 
cit Table; amongſt which, one came to bearing in Chancery, where his carti- 
ape was proved to be ſuch, that the Lord Keeper, aſſiſted with four Judges, 
held hie not a perſon fire be allowed to proſecute for the Lady Powel (in a 
Court of Juſtice} sgainft ber Husband ; and for that onely cauſe diſmift the

- . Then be procured the Lady ro make a Declaration of the Eftate according to 
her power, unteother perſons (engaged to bim) as Sir Jo. Daxvers, Mr. William 
Afgrrey of the Bed-chamber, Secretary Nicholas, and others; to the end, that 
mn in their names, ſecing he could not in his own, for the reaſon «- 
aid , and did fo to Sir Edward: great vexation, spainſt whom he obtained 
in their names divers Proces of Contempr, and Serjeants at Arms. 

Then he got from the Lady a Declaration under her Hand end Seal of her 
whole Perſons! Eftate (being all the reſdawm, both of Sir Peter Vanlores the 
elder, and his Ladies, and ber own) to his own uſe (after her denth) which he 
kept Dorchant all der life rime, bur proſecated violently againſt Sir Edward 
Po\vel (to get part of it that was in his hands) yet always profeſſed he was bur 
a Steward for Miſtreſs Levivgfton, tro whom he ſaid be knew the Lady Powe! 
-ber Aunt mtended all ber Eſtate. 

In this time Sir Edward Powel levernl times got acceſs to his Wife (when 
Crompton was in the Country ) and divers means were uſed by him to obtair'a 
reconciliation ; which by means of Friends and podly Divines, was ſometimes 
gotren for a while ; bur no ſooner was Crompton returned, bur ict was broken off 
'again 5 ard in nv 1647. it proceeded co an; agreement ander both their 
: hands ; bar thai alſo was fruftrated by Crompton, and they ſeparated again av 
Gong hererans? wad Sir Fdward (© ronernted with Profs of Conan ww 
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a Peticion was proſecuted by Crom;rin and Kath. Pretty to the Lords Commiſſi- 
oners of the Grear Seal for Alimony, ( »though they bad that great Eftace 
amongſt them.) T his broughe Sir Edward Powe! back again; and keeping him- 
ſelf privare, beſought the Lords Commillioners ( by his Nephew Mr. #/. Powel ) 
Thac a Reference might be made to ſome perſons of integrity and honor, co 
compoſe and end all differcnces berween bim and his wife ; which was by their 
Lordſhips made to the Maſter of the Rolls, and Lieutenant- General Ludlow, 
who took pains therein, but through /rexypron's defaulc nothing could thercia 
be effcRed. 

Sir Edward Powel thus miſerably uſed and tired out with ſui s and croubles 
Crompton thoughe ir time now to attempe him ( by means of one whom he im- 
ployed in bis buſineſs ) ro join ina Fine with his Lady for ſerling her Real eftare 
alſo upon Cromptos ; with promiſe of an end of his troubles, and the Land for 
his life, if he would ſo do. Which he abominating , and hearing alſo that his 
Lady was then ill, and himſelf through age nor like to live long , became ex- 
ceedingly deſirous of a perfeR reconciliation between him and his Lady , thac 
they eight ( as he declared himſelf ) dic in peace and Chriftian charity : And 
therefore reſolved to repre to her to Chelſey where ſhe lived (in « houſe 
which he bad bought abour thirty years ſince ) and co imploy his ſaid Nephew, 
then, and yet a Juftice of Peace, (upon whom be bad ſerled moft of his Eflate ) 
ro afſiſt him in the compaſſing of that his intention ; wherein he looked for 
(as he had always fonnd ) oppofition from Crompren, Katherine Pretty, Jane 
Bradbury, and others, whom Crempton had placed about bis Lady. 


In order thereunto Mr. Pewel, by his command and authority under bis hand, Sep: 3+ 


on the z. of Sepremb. 165 1, went to Chelſey to acquaint his Lady therewith, and 
to provide accommodations for his reception. Ar which time Mr. Levingfton 
and his Wife were in the Chamber with her apen a Viſic ; but Crompton then 
our of the hoaſe, upon notice thereof came ſaddenly in and endeavoured with 
ſome violence to hinder Mr. Powels acceſs to the Lady, which begar a ſcuffle 
be:ween them: Batac length ſhe underſtanding of his being there, be was re- 
ceived by her into her Chamber ; where having kindly entertained him, and 
heard his meſſage, ſhe cold him ſhe could not believe it, for that ſhe was af- 
fared her Husband, his Uncle, was dead ; ( For ſo fhe had been made 
Crompton and his ©0 believe, and he had centred upon the Lands whi 
Sir Edward held for her life in her right; } But being undeceived by relation of 
the rruth thereof, ſhe in a very kind manner told him, That if ber Husband 
pleaſed to-come to her, he ſhould be welcome : Aad afterwards deſired him to 
perſwade his Uncle to joyn with ber in the ſecling of her Eftare according to 
her owa minde, ( which before he wonld never be gotten to do.) Whereupon 


Mr. Powel recurned ; and Mr. Leving fon and his Wife, at her defire, ( as they  ._ 


uſually did ) Raid there that night, and che next day returned to their houle ac 
London, Miſtreſs Leving ſton upon her return home, on Thurſday Septewb. 4+ 
found there a Lecter directed to her from Sir Edward Powe! ( who till then bad 
been much a ſtranger co him , not having ſeen him in above three years before, 
and never thonghe herſelf in bis good opinion) acquaioting her with his in- 
tention to £0 to his Lady, and wiſhing her to acquaint ſome of her Kindred 
therewith, which accordingly ſhe did forthwith impart to «Abraham Yanden- 


Lemde the Ladies Nephew ; and the next day (being Friday Sepremb.5, 1651.) Sept: 5 


went again with him to. her Aunt eo acquaiat ber therewith ; where the ſaid 
Katherine Pretty did in her hearing ( with great aſſeverations ) afficmro the 
Lady that Sir Edward Powel was dead, and that ſhe knew it co be ſo, and that 
the pretence of the contrary was bar ſome trick co deceive her. In which con- 
. Edenceſhe conciaged. ugtil thar=Sour five af.the clock inthe af-oonnan. Tr 


Being with her ) retired herſelf out of a Gallery ſhe was walking in ; and after 
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a ſurtle diſcourſe, they fell into a great kindneſs, which afterwards begat a per- 

fe recorciliation, complaining themſelves to eack other of the former un- 

—_— of their liviog apart ; which kindneſs continued till the death of the 
ady. | 

Sir Edvard Powel ( who loox'd for Crompton: attempt to remove him from 
his Ledy again ) cauſed his doors to be kept ſhur, and removed from his Lady 
the ſaid Katherine Pretty, foan Bradbury, Joan Oſwale (Crompton's Neece ) 
T bemas Somthwick his Groom, and ſome otters, whom be knew would joyn 
with Crcyyprox to bis prejudice, and who bad been ative in carrying away his 
goods to a great value out of hit houſe, as ſoon as :hey heard of his intention 
ro come thither : and cauſed them, or ſome of them, to be arreſted by Mr.Crook, 
the Under- Sheriff of AJiddleſex at his ſuir, 

Sir Eaward Powel had much the more reaſon to remove theſe people (being 
all Adherents to Crowpron, and diſaffected ro him, and to tzke care of his own 
ſccurity ) for thet he tound in the houſe upon his entity ſeveral Evicences under 
{rompter's own hand, that he had been ranipering with Sorcerers, and the like, 
touching the Calculation of Sir Edwara'; Nativity, arid the time of tus death, 
ard fourd the Schemes and fuch hke crumpery, which manifeſted that wicked- 
neſs ; and withall a Died of De. laration, whereby Crempten had contrived to 
himſelf ( after the Ladies death) all ber Perſonal Eſtate atoreſaid, wherein yer 
was a Power of Revocation. 

Crompton and his Complices thus excloded, fall to praftiſing how to get in 
again, and to remove Sir Edward Powel from his Wife per fas ant nefac. 

Firſt, «Abraham Vandenbemde ( who for ſome rudeneſs on the Lords day in 
Sermon time, ar.d abuſe to Sir Edward Powel, the Lady would not admit any 
longer ) he gets to his party, and to become 8n Agent for*him ; ſfecing Sir 
Edward Powe! refuſed to admir him, albeir he offered him bis ſervice, and 
threarned, if he denied bim, he would adbere to Crempron ; and Crompren ſends 
alſo into rhe Conn:ry for the Lady Creck to aR for bim, whom ſhe called Son, 
and he her Mother, as appeared by Letters under her hand. 

Saturday fix September, he procures Sir John Danvers (an old enemy of Sir 
Edward Pcels, and & great debtor to the ſtate with which Crompron was 
truſted, which be knew wonld be called in, if the Lady and her Hosband a- 
greed) to ſend a Warrant, late on Saturday night, to the Sheriff of Middleſex 
to ſummon a Jury to enquire of & forceable Entry on the fifeh of Seprember, 
and detainer of the Houle at Ghe//ey, before himſelf and two other Juſtices of 
the Pezce, with a private Intimation to conceal the fame from Sir Edward 
Powel, and Maſter Powel bis Nephew (although it were meant of that Entry 
of Sir Edward Pewels into his own Houſe, and to bis own Wife as aforeſaid.) 
And on Monday morning the Jury appeared, and an Inditment was according- 
ly preferred againſt Sir Edward Powel, and his Nephew Mafter Livingſton and 
his Wife (who were caſually there that day, upon a viſit with the Lacy in her 
Chamber, and othets) proſecuted by Cr:wpren nod his Complices (whom Sir 
Edward bad turned and kept out of doors as aforeſaid) and after & full Evi- 
dence to the Jury, who knew the credit of the Witneſſes, being upon the place, 
and the bufineſs managed by eminent Counſc! on the proſecutors parc, no force 
was found either as to Entry or Detainer: Art whick time the Lady hearing of 
the Joftices meeting, and of the ſcandal! raiſed againtt ber Husband, of uſing her 
ill, is keeping out ber ſervants againſt ber will, and the like , cauſed Mr. Le- 
vingſton in the preſence of ſeveral perſons to write a Declaration from ber (wt @ 
then was in Phyſick, and could not ftir abroad) in teſtimony of the contrary, and 
in *pprobation of what was done; which ſhe put under her hand. and ſent co the 
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Next he attempted {for rewards) to engage ſome of his Highnefs ( then 
Lord Generals) Life-pdard, to quarter there nd be inſtramenral to his purpoſe ; 
wherein by a ſecurity from his Highnefs under his hand and ſeal, that parpoſe of 
his was alſo fruftrated. 

Afterwards upon 8n old ſleeping Contempt in Chancery (which was dif- 
charged ) be unduly got Proceſs to a Serjeant at Arms, hoping that way to ger 
Sir Edward carried away : But Mr.Serjeant Middleton diſcerning the pradtice, 
continued him a Priſoner with 2 Keeper in his own hoaſe, until the Lords Com- 
miſſioners met, v/1\0 finding the abuſe diſcharged him. 

T heſe praRices cauſed *'ir Edward Pawel to entertain a ſervant or two rore 
then formerly he had im his family; both ro ſecure himſelf from ſuch arrempes 
of Crcmpton, and to keep our his Complices, whom he found ro be the Lady 
Crock and YVandexbemde ( now deeply engaged with (rompron) Kath. Pretty, 
PFoan Bradbary. and ſome others; bur free acceſs was admitrcd ro all others 
(as her Phyſicians, Apothecary, and divers of her Friends and other Viſicants } 
ſave ſuch as were known to adhere to Crompton. 

The Lady now perfeRly reconciled to her husband (and that expreſſed by 
their receiving the holy Sacrament together ) and much complaining of tac 
grezt wrong and abuſe ſhe had ſuffered by means of Crompton and his Com- 
plices, particularly that chey had carried away moſt of the goods out of her 
houſe, and declaring herſelf that ſhe was glad thoſe ſervants were gone, / for 
ſhe meanit to put them away « Michaelmaſs) began to think of ſetling and dif- 
poſing of her Eftate, 

Mrs. L:ving ſton ( her Neece and God-daughter ) was then with her, as ſhe 
frequently was at other times, took care of her (with much daty and pains in 
her ſickneſs) was thg-only perſon of ber Kindred whom ſhe ſhewed any tender- 
neſs of affeQion we 0 Wich Mrs. Levingſton ſhe often reſided both in the 
Country and at L-»don, took ſpecial care of her from her childhood, and pro- 
miſed her Mother (che Lady Ceſar) on her death-bed, That if ſhe bad no 
child of her »wn ) ſhe would make her her heir, and often afcer declared the 
ſame, and «l1it ſhic loved her as her own child. | 

Abont thir:ten days afrer ( having prevailed with Sir Edward Powel to joyn Se; 
with her ina Fiae of the Dews/es Park in Wiltſhire, and that Fifch part whereof 
her Father had given her the Inhericarce) ſhe canſed Mr. Juſtice #arbartos, 
one of the Jndpets of che: Common-Pheas, to be entreated to come to her co 
Chelſcy co take the »c>knowledgment thereof, which accordingly he did ; where 
were preſent with the Juige Mr. W:171am Gardirer ( the Depaty-Secondary of 
the Conia10n-Pleas ) Mr, Thomas Haughton ( Clerk of the Fines) and others, 
whom ſir: kindly entercained with a Banquet, and cheerful expreffions at their 

arti” Sg. 
c She !ikewiſe abont that time ( having revoked the Deed which Crompron had 
gotten of her Perſonal Eftace ) ſealed another to the like purpoſe to Miftreſs 
Leving ſton her Neece, charging it with ſeveral payments after ber death, and 
other d1ipoficions 19 the natncre of a Will ; and both ſhe and Sir Edward Powe! 
her hosbaad f-aled an Indenture declaring che Uſe of that Fine ( of part after 
ber death, and of other parc after the death of her and Sir Edward Poewel) 
unto Mrs, Levingſton and her heirs. Which Fine and Deeds bring now com- 
plained of ro be gotten while the Lady was under 2 force, and by praQice with 
vir Edward Powel ; it is remarkable that the force was inviſible to che Judge and 
his Attendants (a5 they have often teſtified and depoſed) and Sir £d4ward Powel 
was not in any thing bettered by the Fines or Deed, having no other Eftate 
limited to him thereby then an Eftace for his life, in that part wherein he had fo 
hefore the Fines !oried nnd woe ming? in noth inn thereby bs fn boa nes = 
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year after Sir Edward Powel died alſo. 

No ſoorer was the Lady dead, bur ſtrange praftices were ſet on foot (by the 
potericy of Cromptens purſe) who { as Executor to the Lady Vanloye, in truſt for 
the Lady Powel, and as manager for her) had all that great Perſonal Eſtate in 
his bands, and all was ro wreft from Mifhireſs Leving ſton, both the Real Eftate 
ſetled upon ber by the Fines aforeſaid (by a Profecution in the rames of chit 
Lady Crock Lady Sterlin, and Miſtreſs Zinzan, as her Heirs at Law) andthe 
Perſonal Eitate intruſted 83 aforeſaid (by an old « blicerated Deed which Cromp- 
ton ſer on foot, as made to himſelf for bis own uſe is Anno 1642, long before 
that which hinſc!f had cauſed to be made with power of Revoca/1on.and which 
wis reveked a8 aforeiaid.) Ard by colour thereof, he detained tte ſame to his 
death, and ſodoth yer Jean Oſwald his liſter and Adminifratrix (who was the 
Widow of one Oſwald, Sir Edward Powels Corchman) Miftrets Levingſfton nor 
having been able through mamfold delays to bring ber cauſe co beating for the 
ſame in C hancery, 

tirſt, A Proviſo was (by the procurement of Sir Zobn Danvers and ſome 
other debrors to the Eftate, with which Crompron was truſted) gotten to be in- 
ſertcd into the AR of Oblivion, amongſt the buddle of Proviſoes that came ia 
together at the laſt peCNing of that AR, exemptiog from pardon Any «offence 
that ſhall or may be made appear in the obtaining of any Deed or Fine from the Lady 
Puwel i» the muneth of Septcmber, 16-1, Which was done purpoſely, and by 
deſign to caft an aſperſion upon Miftrefs Levieg tens Title to the faid Eſtate, and 
ro make way for that wh ch followed ; fecing thatno Pcrition or Complaint 
bad chen been in Pariiament againſt theſe Fines or Deeds, ard the AR itſelf (in 
the Body of it) dd rotex:end to pardon any offence committed within that 
time, wherein the ſaid Fings were levied, and Deed ſealed. 

Seconely, And in Michaclmas Term, 1651. b:fore the ſaid Fines, and the 
Proclamations thereupon were paſt, Complaint was made in the Common Pleas 
( by the ſaid Coheirs) zgainſt them as gotcen by force, fraud, and praftice, ro 
theerd to fiay the perſeting thereof, and ſuch was the earneftneſs of thar 
proſecution and the Aﬀtdavits of Crompton his Complices, that one of the 
Judges beganto reſent ill the obtaining of them ; but after, at leaſt ſixteen days 
Examinat:on, both of matter of Fat, and matter in Law, and of at leaſt fifty 
Witneſſes in that Afichaelmas ard Hillary Term after, the laid Fives were by 
all and every one of tbe Judges of that Court, and (as they declired after Ad- 
vice taken with all the reſt of the Judges of England) finally ordered to be pro. 
ceeded in, and perfected: As by the Records of that Court appeareth in theſe 
Words, viz, 


He Jaſlices here upon Conſideration and Adviſement had touching

Thirdly, That in Hi4ary Term an Inditment was preferred ſor a Riotin Mr. 
Powels coming the third of Seprember from his Uncle to ſpeak with the Lady 
Potwel (when he was ”"_ by Cremptcn as aforeſaid) and by making Maſter 
Leving ſton and his Wile (who were never out of the Ladies Chamber) and all 
other (lave the Complices of (rompron) Defendants, and their Teftimony be- 
ing thereby taker away ; 83d Crcmpron, Pret'® Bradbury, Oſwald. and therefÞ . 
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found dy the Jury upon the place, and immediately upon the Entry of Sir E4 
ward Powel as aforeſaid) yet another Indictment of Forceable detainer was pre- 
ferred by { rewpton againſt Sir Edwayd Powel, Mr. Leving ſton and his Wiſe, 
Mr. Wiliam Powel, and about twenty others ( who were all that were in 
the hoaſe, or bad relation to#t) and about four years after, Sir Edward Powd 
being de. d,and the Title of the houſe not then known co the other Defendants, 
a Verdi uponthe Teftimony of che ſame perſons was gotren againſt Mr: Powel, 
and Mr. Levingſfton and bis Wife, who juſtified (Mr. Poet under the Ticle of 
his Uncle, and Mr. Levingfer and his Wife by the invitation of the Lady Powe!) 
and all chereſt acquired, 

This bappened by & neat trick of Cromptons, who now that Sir Edward 
Powel was dead (who could hare cleared it) gave in Evidence a Title to himſelf 
in that Houſe, by vertue of a Fine which Sir Edward Powe! bad levied {to Bar 
an Intail above Six and cwenty years before ) unto Cromprix then a youth 
in his fervice, and to Vafter Blake ( afterwards Sir #/:4iam Blake , bis 
Scriventer ) bothof that houſe, and all other his Lands in Middleſex, and 
which was mearly in truft for himſelf, and the Lands, notwithitanding always 
afterwards enjoyed by him and his Wife, and fetled by him upon his Nephew 
in marriage; which propriety of Cromptens (in point of Law) made the De- 
tainer by Sir. Edward of the Houſe (chough his own in Equity) illegal, and ſo 
begat that Verdi. 


Fifthly, To make all ſure, then the life of Miſtreſs Leving ox was ftruck ar, eApril- 
and an Inditmentc was preferred againſt one Foar Peterſon, tuggefting that ſhe 1652» 


(by the procurement of Miftreſs Le»sngiton (who yet was made no party to it) 
hed bewitched the Lady Powe/ to death, npon which Pererſomw was tryed and 
acquitted. Howbeit upon another Inditment for bewitching one M/s a 
Seaman (who was hid in a Chamber, and found alive ewo moneths after, and 
verified br DoRor Scarborough, and other learned Phyſitians, to have languiſh- 
ed of notbiog but a ſickneſs in nature of a Calenture, and had been under the 
hands of Phyfi:ians for cure, eleven moneths before Pererſton knew him) that 
women loſt ko life z and Van denbomde nnd others were heard to ſay, Thar 
bad i not been to ſtrike at Miſtreſs Leving/Zox life, ſhe ſhould nor bave been 
proſecuted for that: And YVaudenbemae further confeſſed, That he, Sir Robert 
Crook, and others the Grand-children of Sir Peter Van/ore, had made a Covenant 
and bound it with an Oath, co live and die rogether in the proſecution of 
Miſtreſs Leving ſton, or elle to bave the ſaid Eftate from her.
